mats here poiutont that if each nation 
maintains a guard of this strength Pe­ 
kin will tie under control of a force ol 
14,000 foreign troops. 
There are now 
in China about 100,000 allied troops. Of­ 
ficials of the administration insist thai 
it is absolutely necessary to maintain it 
Pekin the force now there, declaring 
that the interests of the United Htatei 
could not be protected with a smaller 
number. 
Geuerr I Chaffee is in control of a sec 
tiou of Pekin, aud a few days ago sent, 
out an expedition to a point south of the 
city. 
Adjutant General Corbin denied 
most emphatically that this column wa* 
in any sense punitive. 
There are io b* 
no executions, nor is there to be any in­ 
terference with Chinese officials; th* 
duty of the column is to rescue soint 
missionaries aud return with them tc 
Pekin. 
It is the belief of the Chinese diplo­ 
mats in Washington that had Minister 
Conger communicated to Priuce Ching 
and Li Hung Chang the danger ic 
which the American missionaries wert 
supposed to be, the Chinese authorities 
would immediately have taken measure* 
for their rescue and protection from in­ 
jury. 
It is expected that as a result of 
the American expedition, the American 
troops will be confounded with those of 
other powers which trave been guilty OI 
atrocities, ami the hatred felt for th* 
Germans, British aud others will extend 
to the Americans. 
China feels able at this juncture, it is 
stated, to protect all foreigners, and it 
seems to be the belief here that the re­ 
ports of danger to American missiona­ 
ries are gotten up to prevent a solution 
of the Chinese question. 
In view of China’s preservation of 
order outside of Pekin, and of her 
willingness to protect foreigners, and 
the fact that the imperial court, whose 
presence iu Pekin is so desirable, will 
not return to the capital until the for­ 
eign troops leave, well informed public 
men bere are advocating the immediate 
withdrawal of General Chaffee’s 00m 
mand and its dispatch to the Philippine 
where regulars are needed, to take the 
places of the volunteers who will return, 
beginning next mouth, to San Francisco. 
There is no doubt that the administra­ 
tion is anxious to terminate the occupa 
tiou of China by foreign troops and it is 
stated positively that as soon as it can 
be done General Chaffee’s command will 
be withdrawn, the United States merely 
reserving the right to maintain a lega 
tiou guard in Pekin, the privilege to be 
taken advantage of in case the Amen 
can legation should again be endangered. 
All the other powers are retaining ic 
Pekin aud the province of Chi Li an ex 
eeedingly strong foroe, both to impress 
each other and repress China. 
Th* 
withdrawal of the American troops at 
this juncture would, administration offi 
dais fear, cause a loss of prestige by this 
government and prevent Minister Con­ 
ger maintaining the commanding posi 
lion he now occupies. 
As explained by the administration 
officials the situation in the Philippine* 
requires that all the American troop* 
available shall be stationed in the archi­ 
pelago. 
There are less than 60.000 ef 
fectives in the islands 
M*j°r Genera. 
McArthur thinks the situation demands 
that there should be at least this nam 
ber of effectives
